FRED NORRIS—IRON 
MAN OF ATHLETICS

Fred Norris, the 37-year-old mine worker who has just become

Norris is the iron man of British athletics, the runner who sets himself |

Tn 1952, he came elghth in the 

Olympic 10,000 metres at 
Helsinki. Three years later, he
